“EVERETT 
FOR 
CHRIST”’

Back in 1910 Billy Sunday con- 
ducted a stirring revival campaign 
in the Pacific Northwest city of 
Everett, Washington. Reports are 
that no successful union campaign 
has been conducted in this Puget 
Sound port since that time until 
Dr. John R. Rice was invited by 
some twenty churches to hold a 
Similar meeting. The Rice-Shufelt 
campaign from March 12 through 
April 2, 1944, had the distinct ad- 
vantage of meeting in the modern, 
spacious Everett Civic auditorium, 
located on the city -high school 
campus, seating 2,200. Crowds as- 
sembled every night to hear the 
forceful preaching of the evange- 
list. 

Because of the extensive radio 
ministry, including a half hour 
each morning from the studios of 
KRKO and one hour of the serv- 
ice each night broadcast direct 
from the platform by KEVE, vast 
numbers of unsaved came, know- 
ing what kind of messages they 
would hear, and seeking Christ in 
sincerity. Everett’s Christians 
came to hear the thorough Bible 
preaching and heart-searching con- 
victions of Dr. Rice regarding 
cleansing and fruitfulness. Many 
delegations attended from _ sur- 
rounding communities, including 
groups from - Seattle, Tacoma, 
Mount Vernon, Bellingham, Olym- 


roe, Arlington, Sunnyside, Snoho- 
mish, etc. 

Officers and employees of the 
major industrial plants made up 
delegations to sit in. special re- 
served sections from night to 
night. The Everett Pulp and Pa- 
per Co., the Walton Lumber Co., 
the Everett Pacific shipyards and 
the Weyerhouser Lumber Co. were 
so represented. 

Other special nights included 
Sunday school night, when 53 con- 
verts signed cards in the inquiry 
room; Family night when many 
family altars were established or 
re-established; Service Men’s 
nights together with Young Peo- 
ple’s nights, when delegations from 


and Whidby Island Naval Air Sta- 
tion with Chaplain Kopp, attend- 
ed the services. 

Many extra meetings added to 
the combined spiritual influence of 
the Everett revival and various 
institutions took advantage of the 
fact that Dr. Rice was available. 
The Rice-Shufelt party appeared 
at the State Reformatory in Mon- 
roe, Washington, and the presence 
of the Lord was firmly felt as 
those hundreds of young men 
bowed their heads in prayer, some 
of whom trusted the Saviour. Two 
visits to the Simpson Bible In- 
stitute of the Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance in Seattle proved 
truly noteworthy occasions. In re- 
sponse to the invitation of the 
president, Dr. J. D. Williams, a 
special assembly was called, can- 
celling all clases in order that the 
whole student body could hear Dr. | 
Rice discuss the practical and prof- 
itable study of “Prayer.’’ Another 
chapel period I addressed. Both 
evangelists participated in the 
services at Paine Field on suc- 
ceeding Sundays and I appeared 
at the shipyards to speak at a 
workers’ breakfast.

WHAT IS A CHRISTIAN?

through the blue sky above you 
and calling you to God, and still 
you go on in sin. 

In the light of the New Testa- 
ment a Christian is a person in 
whose life four things have taken 
place. If these things have not tak- 
en place in your life you are not 
a Christian. You may be a moral 
man, you may be a virtuous wom- 
an, you may have high ideals, you 
may have a generous heart, you 
may be philanthropic, you may be 
kind, you may be a very decent 
sort of a citizen, and do a great 


. Many admirable things, but unless 


these four things have taken place 
in your soul you are not a Chris- 
tian. 

Now what are these four 
things? First, conviction; second, 
repentance; third, conversion; and 
fourth, the new birth. Hvery man 
must be convicted. He must repent. 
He must be converted. He must 
be born again. I hope while I am 
talking you will search your heart, 
and ask yourself these questions 
solemnly, “Have I ever really been 
convicted for my sin, have I really 
and truly repented, have I been 
converted, have®I been born 
again ?”’ 

I realize that it is a serious thing 
for me to stand here and talk to 
you about this subject. I am deal- 
ing with your soul. This job is 
more serious than the job of any 


_ surgeon in an operating room with 


his patient under an anesthetic. 
The surgeon deals with the human 
body. I am dealing with immortal 
souls. I can’t afford to make a 
mistake. A preacher may be per- 
fectly honest, and give the wrong 
directions to a lost soul. 

Years ago a train with two en- 
gines attached was pulling up the 
mountains through the snow of the 
great Northwest. Aboard this train 
was a woman with a little baby in 
her arms. She had a ticket to a 
little town where the train never 
stopped except for through pas- 
sengers from the East.

- All I can say to you is this; I 
am staking my destiny for all eter- 
nity on what I am telling you. 

I think I am familiar with the 
fundamental truths of the New 
Testament, and my business all 
my life has been to apply these 
fundamental truths to the human 
soul. You must be convicted, you 
must repent, you must be convert- 
ed, you must be born again. You 
say, “Bob Jones, those are theo- 
logical terms, and I don’t know 
what they mean.” 

Never mind, I am going to make 
them simple so you can under- 
stand. 

I saw it illustrated one time like 
this: I am walking straight down 
a road. I stop. I say, “I am go- 
ing in the wrong direction. I ought 
to turn around and go the other 
way.’ The stopping is conviction. 
I resolve to turn around, The re- 
solving to turn around is repent- 
ance. I turn around. The turning 
around is conversion. I go straight 
the other way and trust Jesus 
Christ as a personal Savior, and 
then I am born again. The new 
birth is the divine life which is 
imparted to me when I, by sim- 
ple faith, trust Jesus Christ as 
a personal Savior. We have talked 
about the new birth in - such 
strange theological terms that the 
rank and file of the people don’t 
know what we mean. 

I read in the first chapter of 
John these words: 

“But as many as received Him 
to them gave He power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on His name.” 

The next verse teaches explicit- 
ly that the people who thus receive 
Jesus are“born, not of blood, nor 
the will of the flesh, but of God. 
In the First Epistle of John we 
read the words: ‘He that hath the 
Son hath life.” If we receive Christ 
we have Him, and if we have Him 
we have life. There is just one dif- 
ference between a Christian and a 
sinner. A Christian has Christ, and 
a sinner hasn’t. That is a big dif- 
ference. It’s the difference between 
heaven and hell. 

You can have religion and not 
be a Christian. Of course, when 
we speak of “getting religion” in 
this country, we mean becoming a 
Christian, but as a matter of fact 
everybody has some kind of reli- 
gion. You can’t live without reli- 
gion. Man is a religious animal. 
That does not mean he is a Chris- 
tian animal. The meanest man in 
this city has some sort of religion. 
Religion is reliance. The thing up- 
on which you rely for salvation, 
that is your religion. Some men 
rely upon one thing, some upon 
another. Your religion is no strong- 
er than your reliance. A Christian 
is a person who, knowing that he 
is insufficient in himself, that he 
is helpless and undone, and that 
he cannot save himself, relies up- 
on Jesus Christ and His atoning 
blood alone for salvation. That’s 
a Christian. He doesn’t rely upon 
himself, he doesn’t rely upon his 
morality, he doesn’t rely upon his 
religion, he doesn’t rely upon his 
church membership. He doesn’t 
partly rely upon. any of these 
things. He relies absolutely, un- 
conditionally and unreservedly up- 
on Jesus Christ. 

Years ago I was standing by the 
deathbed of an old minister down 
in Alabama .The old man had been 
a preacher for fifty years. I saw 
his son, who also was a minister, 
kneel by his father’s bed. 

“Father, let your mantle fall on 
me,” cried the son. 

“Son, get the mantle of the Lord. 
My mantle is rags and tatters.” 

“But father, you have preached 
for fifty years, and have done more 
good than any man I know.” 

The old man, with feeble but dis- 
tinct voice, said: 

“Don’t tell me about that, son. 
Tell me about the blood of Jesus. 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus will 
do for a dying man.” 


If a man who had preached for 
fifty years and who had lived a 
pure, straight life, in his dying 
hour had to rely upon the blood 
of Jesus Christ, don’t you ever 


4 think there is any hope for you 


aside from this atoning blood. 


“what can wash away my sin? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 
What can make me whole again? 
‘Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 


Nicodemus wasn’t a drunkard or 
a libertine, or a degenerate. If Ni- 
codemus had lived in this city he 
would have been a leading figure 


lin your moral fights and civic re- 


| 
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forms. He would have been a mem- 
ber of your church-and on your of- 
ficial board. You would have sent 
him. as a delegate to your conven- 
tions, or your conferences, or your 
general assemblies, but one night 
Nicodemus went to see Jesus, and 
the holy eyes of Jesus searched the 
soul of Nicodemus as He said: 
“Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Remember that Jesus was talking 
to the best man of his day. If you 
haven't been born again you may 
be a moral, manly man, and you 
may be a pure, sweet, cultured, re- 
fined, modest, virtuous woman, but 
you sit in that pew in darkness 
and in sin. 

People come to me and say, “Bob 
Jones, do you believe in instan- 
taneous conversion?” I tell you, 
there is no other kind of conver- 
sion. If you are saved there was 
a moment in your life when you 
stepped out of darkness into light, 
and out of death into life. You may 
not know when it happened. You 
may have gradually come up to 
the line, but the stepping over 
was instantaneous. If you have 
never stepped over that line, let 
this be the moment of your deci- 
sion. Remember, you are without 
excuse. We are making it plain 
to you now. Let’s review just a 
little. A Christian is a person who 
has been convicted. He has repent- 
ed. He has been converted. He has 
been born again. 

In the light of what I have said, 
are you a Christian? I pray God 
that the Holy Spirit may search 
your heart, and, if you have not 
settled it, that you make your de- 
cision before you leave this, build- 
ing. 


Il. Why You Should Be a Christian 


I want to give you a few simple}. 


reasons why you ought to become 
a Christian. These reasons are not 
only simple, but are very practical. 

In the first place, you should 
become a Christian because it is 
right. There are two words in the 


|} English language which appeal to 


me tremendously. They are little 
words, but they are mighty big 


little words. These words are, DO 


RIGHT. I would like to write them 
in letters of fire, and flash them 
over the streets of every city, over 
every school door, over every of- 
fice door, and over the entrance 
of every home. 

DO RIGHT. No man ever lost in 
this world by doing right. He may 
seem to be. losing. People may 
stand off and watch him and think 
he is losing, but no man ever lost 
in life’s deal by doing right. No 
man ever won -.by doing: wrong. 
You may watch your neighbor 
who is living in sin, and you may 
think he is winning, but just as 
sure as there is a just God on the 


throne of this universe, the man} 


who does right is bound to win, 
sometime, somewhere, and the man 
who does wrong is bound to lose, 
sometime, somewhere. If you do 
right, you have Omnipotence back 
of you. If you do wrong you have 
Omnipotence against you. ” 

In the first place it is right to 
yourself to become a Christian. I 
think God expects me to get the 
most possible out of life. I think 
I owe it to myself to treat my- 
self square. I would not be square 
with myself if 1 were to turn my 
back on Jesus Christ and live my 
life in sin. What would you think 
of me tonight if I walked out from 
this service, went to my room, took 
a gun, and blew out my brains? 
You would say, “That is suicide. 
You are sinning against yourself.” 
But the man who rejects Jesus 
Christ and lives in sin murders his 
immortal soul. He commits suicide 
for all eternity. 


In the next place, you owe it 
to your fellowman to become a 
Christian. There isn’t a man in this 
building who is so insignificant but 
who has some sort of influence on 
some other life. If you live in sin 
you injure the other man. It is 


unethical for any ‘man to be a sin-. 


ner. 

Dr. George Truett, that princely 
pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Dallas, Texas, and one of the 
world’s greatest Christian leaders, 
was conducting a revival in a cer- 
tain city a few years ago. Night 
after night two fine looking young 
men came into the services and 
took their seats near the front. 
They were such brilliant-looking 


“fellows, and such attentive listen- 


ers that Dr. Truett became greatly 
interested in them. One day he in- 
quired concerning them, and the 


pastor of the church told him that 


they were the two most brilliant 
young’ lawyers in the city. He 
learned that they were not mem- 


bers of any church, but that they 
were clean, moral, m * fellows. 
One morning Dr. Truett went to 
the office to see these youae: mén, 
and introduced -himself to them.*'}. 
“Gentlemen,” said Dr. Truett, “F', 
want to talk to you. I want to 
know why you young men are not 
Christians ?. You seem to be intelli- 
gent young men, and you have list- 
ened attentively to my sermons.” 
One of the young men looked in- 
to Dr. Truett’s eyes and said: 
“Doctor, if we were to tell you 
why we are not Christians you 
would think we are very foolish. 
We graduated in the same class 
at college, and finished our course 
in law together. We decided to go 
into partnership, and be clean, up- 
right lawyers. We looked over this 
state to find us a model after 
whom. we could pattern our lives 


.and profession. We chose Judge 


Blank for our model, He is a man 
above reproach, and one of the 
cleanest lawyers in the world. We 
learned that he was not a mem- 
ber of any church and made no 
profession of religion. We are not 
unbelievers, but we are living up 
to our resolution to model our lives 
after Judge Blank.” 

“Young gentlemen, I am glad to 
have met you, and will look for 
you at the service tonight,” said 
Dr. Truett as he passed out the 
door. 

The great preacher walked over 
to the office of this prominent 
judge. 

“My name is Truett, and I have 
come here to ask you a question 
in ethics. I want to know if it is 
right for any man to occupy a

jures his fellowman?”’ 

“Why certainly not,’ the judge 
replied. 

Dr. Truett told him the story 
of his conversation with the young 
lawyers. The sjudge walked to the 
window and looked out at the 
crowd on the street for just a min- 
ute, and then, turning around he 
looked straight into the eyes of the 
preacher as he said: 

“I will come out to hear you 
preach tonight, Doctor.” 

That night as Dr. Truett sat in 
the pulpit looking out upon the 
crowd he saw the prominent judge 


| walk down the aisle and take his 


seat near the front. A minute later 
the two young lawyers came down 
the same aisle and found a seat 
just behind the judge. Dr. Truett 
preached on ‘“Influence.’”’ When he 
was through he gave the invita- 
tion for men to come to the front 
and accept Christ. The influential 
judge came down the aisle, and 
just behind him followed the two 
young. lawyers.

of the uncertainty of human life. 
You say, “Bob Jones, we have 
heard that many times.” Yes, sir, 
but you ought to heed it this time. 
It is always today with God. It 
is always tomorrow with the fool. 


Some months ago I was enter- 
tained for a few days in a lovely 
Alabama home. I liked my host as 
much as any man I ever saw. He 
was one of those big hearted, old- 
time, naturally.loveable fellows. I 
just couldn’t keep from loving him. 
He was my kind; didn’t have any 
airs; he was just his plain, natural 
self. When I was ready to tell him 
good-by I noticed some tears in 
his eyes. I said, “Brother Jim, if 
I can ever do anything for you, 
I want you to let know.” 


A few days later I had a letter 
from him.

“My dear friend Brother Bob: 
My friend, Mr. Blank, in this town, 
who holds a certain political posi- 
tion, is dying. He has sent for me 
and told me that he wants me 
to be his successor in office when 
he goes. Now,” he said, “I don’t

fore he dies, but I must have help 
if I get this position. I didn’t sup- 
port the present governor, and I 
haven’t much pull with this admin- 
istration. I want you to help me.

Many Outstanding Conversions 


Space would not permit to tell 
of the many outstanding results 
of the Everett campaign. In the 
three weeks there were actually 
292 cards signed, according to Dr. 
Neal, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, and Dr. Jamison, pastor 
of the United Presbyterian church, 
co-chairman of the inquiry room. 
Many others sought the Lord 
whose names were not obtained, 
and only eternity will show the 
number who were saved as a re- 
sult of the radio ministry. A ‘sis-

A hardened uaeliaver of many 
years’ rebellion, broke down the 
last night of the revival, and gave 
up to the pleadings of an earnest 
Christian wife and son.

An amazing number of young 
people got saved, and five or six . 
high school boys did an excellent 
job of personal work among their 
schoolmates from night to night. 
As soon as the invitation hymn 
was announced these lads could 
be seen making their way by twos 
and threes to one unsaved friend 
after another, earnestly begging 
them to take Christ. 


Much credit is due Rev. Forrest 
Johnson, pastor of the Calvary 
Baptist Church, chairman of the 
inter-church committee, for the — 
untiring efforts expended on behalf 
of the campaign. It was his vision, 
originally, to bring Dr. Rice to 
Everett, as he had heard him in 
the great Binghamton revival in 
New York in 1936 and in Texas. 
He persuaded his preacher breth- 
ren of Everett to invite Dr. Rice 
for a large scale union campaign, 
and this revival of the past weeks 
has been the result. Rev. Roy 
Peterson, pastor of the. Christian 
and Missionary Alliance Church, 
worked right with Pastor Johnson 
on the many details of preparation, 
and assumed responsibility for 
publicity. Bumper cards on all city 
buses and on the cars of church 
people, a huge banner poster with 
an’ enormous picture of Dr. Rice 
on the front of the high school, ar- 
tistic multi-colored posters in all 
business houses, cards mounted on - 
sticks to be placed in people’s 
lawns, etc. made Everett: revival 
conscious. 


The campaign clarified the reli- 
gious atmosphere of the commun- 
ity, brought pastors from all de- 
nominations to sit on the platform 
together each — and gave a 
new impetus to all Bible Christians - 
to love other Christians, and to 
have a passion for the unsaved.

Chinese Soldier Accepts Christ 
Nilwood, Illinois 
March 5, 1944 
“Dear Brother Rice: 

“No doubt you will rejoice with 
us to get this signed decision. It 
is from a Chinese boy in our air 
corp. All he knew was the Buddha 
religion. We got acquainted with 
him when he was at our home for 
a Christmas dinner. They were 
giving invitations to soldiers, so 
we invited him to dine with us. 
He was stationed at the fair 
ground at Springfield, Illinois, at 
that time, but he left there ‘and 
went to a camp in Florida. I wrote 
him about his soul’s salvation and 
sent him one of your books, What 
Must I Do to Be Saved? I gota 
letter from him later and he said 
he was reading the book, but had 
not finished it. This last week we 
got another letter from his with 
this signed statement. 

‘He said he had read it twice 
through and said he did not un- 
derstand it all but that he could 
sign it and would gladly confess 
publicly Jesus as his Saviour. 

“When I wrote him I said, ‘Ver-

The Chinese boy, Cpl. Vernon 
B. Wong, read the booklet, What 
Must I Do to Be Saved? and tore

“Realizing that I am a sinner 
and believing that Christ died for 
my sins;I here and now trust Him 
to be my personal Saviour, depend- 
ing on Him to forgive all my sins, 
change my heart, and give me ev- 
erlasting life as He promised to 
do.

What Being a Christian Means to 
A Boy in Death’s Row in Peni- 
tentiary 


Mr. A. C. Smith, who is doing a 
wonderful work in the Texas Pris- 
on System, sends us monthly re- 
ports of those who have _ been 
saved through Dr. Rice’s literature, 
which he sends to men behind the 
walls. Bible classes have been or- 
ganized, and the letters Mr. Smith 
receives from the men are very 
encouraging. Recently we  pub- 
lished in The Sword of The Lord 
a picture of some of the new con- 
verts who were baptized after hav- 
ing accepted Christ as their Sav- 
iour. We know Mr. Smith, now in 
his seventies, is doing a marvelous 
work in the prisons. Although he 
is very short of help, he writes 


to these prisoners regularly, sends /} 


them tracts, Bibles with their 
names on them, postage stamps, 
etc. Just last week Mr. Smith sent 
us the following two interesting 
letters which he had received. The 
first one is from a man, twenty- 
five years old, who goes to the 
electric chair in April.

“Dear Mr. and Mrs. Smith: 

“I just received your most wel- 
comed letter and was sure glad 
to get it. I am in the best of health, 
hoping this letter finds you all in 
the best of health. I just received 
a letter from mother and she is 
better now. Thanks for the stamps 
and booklet. 


“To be a Christian is the most 
wonderful life I have ever lived. 
I am sure glad that I took the 
Lord Jesus as my Saviour. I am 
reading the Bible every day and I 
am praying all the time. Willie is 
a Christian and he is all right but 
he don’t talk much. Answer soon.”

Mr. Smith made these remarks 
at the bottom of the ietter: ‘‘This 
is the white boy, 25, who goes 
to the chair midnight, April 1-17. 
Willie is a colored boy who goes 
to the chair also. Have written 
him a couple of times and sent 
literature but no answer from him. 
Maybe he can’t write. He has a 
Bible and reads it a great deal, I 
am told.” 


We quote only part of another 
letter from one of the prisoners, 
to show you what it means to be 
loved by those on the outside:

“San- Antonio, Texas 
“Dear Friends: 

“.. . Mr. Smith, can you please 
tell me why you folks are going 
to so much trouble to help me and 
writing and sending me the Bi- 
ble?

You 
are very kind and considerate but 
what is the point? I think I re- 
ceived a little booklet from you 
when I first came to this unit —
